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Mini power shopping centre proposed on Hwy. 58?

Developers are courting some big name businesses 
to locate in a mini power shopping centre proposed for 
Didsbury. 

A bylaw to amend the designated use of a section of 
land along Highway 582 - between 16 Street and 14 
Street - from Light Industrial to Commercial has 
passed first reading. 

If the proposed bylaw passes, Didsbury could be 
expecting a big name hotel, coffee establishment, 


we’re trying to create Didsbury’s little mini power cen¬ 
tre without taking away from the downtown core... It's 
only going to add to the living standards and values 
that we are trying to create in Didsbury." 

“The town is looking at having developments that 
will create jobs and bring more investment into the 
town,” said Development Officer, Robert Wigg. 

The location currently has two industrial companies 
on site: Reimer International Manufacturing and 
Mountain View Concrete. 

Greene said Reimer International Manufacturing will 
remain in its current location, although it's likely the 


space will eventually become commercial as well. 

“It’s an existing industrial operation so under provin¬ 
cial legislation it can continue to remain there. It won’t 
be able expand or change it’s current operation and 
eventually, if there’s new development proposed, it’ll 
be commercial." 

Mountain View Concrete will be moving to the for¬ 
mer Didsbury Truss location on If) Street. 

A public hearing prior to second and third reading of 
the proposed land redesignation bylaw will be held 
August 26 commencing at 6 p.m. in the council cham¬ 
bers of the Town of Didsbury Municipal Office.

Didsbury.” Discussions 
are ongoing. 

According to the pro¬ 
posal submitted by Bert 
Brown Land Consultants 
Ltd. on behalf of Marco 
Contracting, the commer¬ 
cial rezoning would allow 
for the development of a 
commercial shopping 
center in the town of 
Didsbury. 

The proposal provides 
an outline of what types 
of businesses should be 
expected if the rezoning 
passes. 

“A district shopping 
mall will be located on 
site that includes at least 
one retail anchor store, 
convenience retail uses, 
personal services, restau¬ 


rants and offices. A serv¬ 
ice station and an accessory restaurant and a hotel will 
also be located on site." 

The hotel, said Carpenter, will likely have a pool and 
a slide. 

Carpenter said there has been agreements made with 
some businesses but would not specify. 

“I’ve got commitments from several businesses that 
want to come that are waiting for the rezoning redesig¬ 
nation.” 

Jeff Greene, Senior Project Manager for Bert Brown 
Land Consultants Ltd., said if the land use is approved, 
construction could start as early as next spring. 

“Right now we're doing survey work and traffic 
analysis work. Once we get all that completed, and get 
the land use approved - if it is approved - what would 
likely happen is we’ll try to see if we can start doing 
some site work this fall so that we can start construct¬ 
ing buildings by spring." 

The new development is not intended to compete 
with the Core Heritage Area of Didsbury, according to 
the proposal. Rather, it is designed to create opportu¬ 
nities to serve the travelling public, such as those 
using Highway 582. 

“We are not going to be targeting businesses that 
could go on main street in Didsbury,” said Carpenter. 

“We have excellent retail location, high visibility and

Didsbury BMX biker 
$ Joe Whyte, 17, says the 
new skatepark demo is 
"way better" than the old 
skatepark. 

In recent weeks a demo 
unit, offered by The 
Playground Guys, was set 
up in the original 
skatepark location on the 
southeast side of the 
Memorial Complex. 

The new unit that was 
brought in is worth about 
$30,000 but the town is 
getting the demo free of 
charge said Byron Sayer, 
Manager of Parks and 
Recreation. 

The demo will provide 
kids w'ith a place to skate 
while the town considers 
its long-term options said 
Sayer 

"It's a way to improve 
us now. We are still in the 
middle of our Rec Master 
Plan as well as the Area 
Structure Plan for the 
entire area around the 
complex. In the meantime 
they've agreed to let us 
bring this in and use it as 
a demo unit here." 

Once the Recreation 
Master Plan is complete, 
a permanent location for 
the skatepark will be 
finalized. Council can 
then determine if a modu¬ 
lar park or a concrete 
park will best meet the 
needs of the town. 

“It’s a great means to 
temporarily keep the kids 
busy while we make the 
right moves. We don’t 
have to rush into any 
decision but can still give 
the kids a viable option in 
the meantime.”

The Town of Olds 
turned down a similar 
offer of a demo unit from 
the Playground Guys in 
recent months. 

Andy Sweetman, co¬ 
owner of The Playground 
Guys, said if the town 
does decide to go with a 
modular park permanent¬ 
ly they can expect a dis¬ 
count on the demo unit. 

"We'll be giving them 


that part (the demo) at a 
extremely reduced cost... 
then we will be adding 
onto it to make a com¬ 
plete park." 

Sayer said the new 
equipment is already 
attracting more kids to 
the park. 

“You drive by it any 
given time and there’s 
quite often 10 or so kids 
there. With the old 


skatepark where it was, 
nobody was using it any¬ 
more. It was reduced to 
almost nothing. You’d get 
one, two maybe three 
kids a day. Now, you go by 
it any time of day and 
there’s close to double 
digit kids there." 

Whyte said he's been 
riding with an increasing 
number of skaters and 
bikers. 

"There's been a lot more 
kids out. Everyone wants 
to ride it,” he said. 

"I was there (a few days 
after setting it up)," said 
Sweetman, "and there 
was probably 30 or 40 
kids there." 

The kids will have to 
wait for a few more 
weeks before the park 
w ill be complete as a few 
parts (ramps and the rail) 
are on backorder. 

Sweetman said skaters 
can expect the demo to 
he completely finished by 
the end of August.

After participating at the International Society for 
Fluoride Research (www.fluoride-journal.com) confer¬ 
ence convened at the University of Toronto Aug. 7-11, 
the Aug. 12 guest commentary by Dr.Peter Cooney, 
Chief Dental Officer for Canada (Didsbury Review page 
5) is woefully out of step given the recent findings of 
the world's leading fluoride scientists studying fluo¬ 
ride's effect on tissues of the human body other than 
teeth. Particularly for women who are pregnant or who 
are considering being so. 

For too long now western attitudes toward research 
originating from other parts of the world has been sum¬ 
marily dismissed by our research establishments. We 
must ask whose interest is really at stake when western 
research gets much of it's funding from transnational 
agrichemical and pharmaceutical interests? When our 
government agencies put together biased "expert pan¬ 
els" to review studies. This is neither science, nor is it 
new. The report cited in the commentary is a draft 
report, which has not been subject to credible scrutiny. 
Nor did it include a reference to the landslide 2006 NRC 
report about "Fluorides in Drinking Water". Why is the 
public left to find out this information for themselves? 
Why was it that Canada's Chief Dental officer or Health 
Canada were absent from the conference? 

Right now, eminent scientists from the world's most 
populous countries are trying to help us help ourselves. 
So why the fear mongering about listening to their mes¬ 
sages? Ask who's afraid of the truth...transnationals, 
bureaucrats, medical/dental trade associations? 

None of these proponents have any duty of care to the 
public, but have interests in maintaining the status cjuo. 
I'd prefer to heed advice from those whose funding is 
based on a prudent approach to protecting public 
health. Sadly, Health Canada's record in this regard is 
not that illustrious. 

Health Canada has withdrawn a statement from it's 
website attributed to the CDC because the CDC was 
not the originator, yet the statement remains as "one of 
the ten best" statements used to defend artificial water 
fluoridation. In April 2008 the US National Kidney 
Foundation reversed it's long standing endorsement of 
fluoridation's safety for dialysis and renal patients. 
Health Canada has yet to warn Canadian kidney 
patients. Three fluoride facts should be communicated 
to Canadians because Health Canada continues to drag 
it's heels regarding them. 


The first is that fluoride's dental effect is topical 
(brushing), so ingesting fluoridated substances is not 
required to maintain dental health. Think about it, 
who'd swallow sunblock to prevent sunburn? Check 
your toothpaste warning, it says, "Don't swallow," for a 
good reason. It’s toxic when swallowed. 

The second is that infant formula reconstituted using 
fluoridated drinking water is harmful to infants. 
Understand that it's the drinking water with the artifi¬ 
cial fluoride in it that is harmful thing. The harm occurs 
because the dosage of how much fluoride (mg/kg) 
enters an infant's body is greater than it is for adults. 
Infant formula can be made up using distilled, reverse 
osmosis or drinking water that is fluoride free. 

The third fact is that the fluoridating chemical I1FSA 
is an unrefine waste liquor from the phosphate fertiliz¬ 
er industry that contains heavy metals and radioactive 
contaminants. This substance is not the pharmaceutical 
grade fluoride in dental preparations on which dental 
studies were done. There was a bait and switch perpe¬ 
trated the fluoride industry to get medical/dental trade 
association endorsement for a policy of drinking water 
fluoridation. Once endorsed the flow of a toxic waste 
was sanctioned to be added to high quality treated 


drinking water under the ruse of being the same as den¬ 
tal fluoride. Right now there is a grace period for med¬ 
ical/dental trade associations to claim ignorance and 
embrace a precautionary stance or be held accountable 
for the health harms that are being thoroughly 
researched. 

Reporting this information needn't be seen as 
alarmist but it should raise questions about basic ethi¬ 
cal and human rights. Especially in light of the most 
recently proclaimed human right. “Everyone has the 
right to live and die in a world free from toxic pollution 
and environmental degradation." It's time to recognize 
that those who pollute or destroy the natural environ¬ 
ment are not just committing a crime against nature, 
but are violating human rights as well. 

Artificial water fluoridation is firstly a water quality 
issue and science doesn't take sides. The medical/den¬ 
tal trade- associations have no authority to degrade 
treated drinking water quality. Get informed at fluoride- 
alert.org. or waterloowatch.com.

No silver (or bronze) lining in Olympic irritation

I am surely not alone in my 
extreme annoyance with the CBC’s 
coverage so far in these 2008 
Olympics. 

The dearth of Canadian medals is 
frustrating, but to me the real 
source of exasperation lies in the 
desperate efforts of CBC commen¬ 
tators trying to put a positive spin on the whole situa¬ 
tion. 

Frankly, it's just embarrassing. 

A good example would be the shot-put final that I 
watched one morning. Canadian athlete Dylan 
Armstrong's best hurl landed him in fourth spot, 
falling short of the podium by just one centimetre. 

Rather than briefly praising him for competing well 
on the international stage and quickly lamenting his 


near miss before moving on, CBC chose to dwell on 
Armstrong’s failure, trumpeting that he had set a new 
‘Canadian record’, as if that accomplishment, although 
notable, was somehow comparable to that of winning 
an Olympic medal. 

And this is certainly not an isolated incident. 

From the pool to the track to the gymnasium, new 
national records are being set with no hardware to 
show for it. 

Is it every athlete’s dream to make it to the Olympics 
only to set a personal best or get a new fastest time? 
Perhaps it is for some. However, for many, these 
achievements are merely incidental to the ultimate 
goal of securing a shinier, more tangible prize. 

Failure to do so, especially by a slim margin, must be 
tremendously disappointing to the athletes. 

The CBC needs to a much better job of acknowledg¬ 
ing that hitter disappointment instead of humiliating 
our athletes with an inc essant stream of feeble state¬ 


ments that say, in effect, “You may not have- measured 
up against the international competition, but, hey, by 
Canadian standards, you're tops!" 

Attempts to console them (and, by extension, us) in 
this way are greatly misguided.

And why is Canada, the second biggest country on 
the face of the earth in terms of area, still being led in 
the medal standings by tiny nations the likes of con¬ 
flict-ridden Georgia, which has, as of this writing, 
three medals, two of them gold? 

These are the real issues that should be focused on. 

Face it. CBC, no matter how many 'personal bests' 
and ‘Canadian records’ are set, the cloud of futility 
that continues to surround our Olympic squad just 
doesn’t have a silver lining. 

Or even a bronze one, for that matter.
